As It SuotLD Be.—We copy the follow- 
ing comments of the Marysyille Appeal ona 

decision rendered by the Supreme Court, in | 
the case of the People vs. Shearer, a case in 
which arose the question as to v.hat value 
should be placed upon possessory claims to 
public lands, under the revenue law of this 


State. The Appel says: 

Under this decision all possessory claims of 
value, not exempt under the Revenue Act, will be 
subject to taxation. If any farmer asks for, or 
can sell his possessory right to his farm for $1,- 
00 or $10,000, that property is subject to taxa- 
tion in that sun. Mining claims would be liabl« 
to such possessory value if not exempted under 
the law. There are hundreds of thousands of 
acres of Jandin the Statgheld simply by posses- 
gion, and when these lands are taxed to the am’t 
of their possessory value, the revenue of many 
counties will be increased, and taxable property 
will be so augmented that the rate of taxution 
will be materially reduced. 

If the Assessor of this County, in making 
his assessment next year, will but follow the 


“rule” as given by the Supreme Court in j 


the above mentioned decision, the value of | 
taxable property will be more than double | 
the present year's assessment, and as a mat- | 
ter of course, the amount of revenue will also
